To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
WORSBROUGH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mallinson,  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  ninth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  district 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1964. 

The  population  of  the  district  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  of  the  population  rose  by  nearly  3%  during 
the  year.  The  birth  rate  was  slightly  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year  but  still  remains  well  below  the  national 
average.  There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  which  now  represents  over  8%  of  total 
births.  The  infant  mortality  fell  to  a  figure  below  the 
national  average,  but  unfortunately  this  was  to  some  extent 
compensated  by  the  rise  in  the  stillbirth  rate. 

I  am  happy  to  report  a  substantial  improvement  in  the 
immunisation  statistics  for  the  district.  The  figure  rose 
by  over  10%  in  the  year  to  a  figure  which  can  be  regarded 
as  satisfactory,  but  yet  leaving  much  room  for  further 
improvement.  The  year  saw  big  strides  in  the  Mental  Health 
field,  with  a  new  Adult  Wing  at  Wombwell  having  its  first 
full  year  of  operation.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  that 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  this  Training  Centre  was 
beginning  to  do  contract  work  for  this  Authority. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
continued  interest  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health  of 
the  district,  my  divisional  health  staff  for  their  willing 
assistance  and  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  L.  Dove, 
for  his  help  and  loyal  co-operation.

The  coal  industry  is  the  largest  employer  of  male  labour 
in  the  district. 


In  addition  a  chemical  works  for  the  manufacture  of 
gas,  hard  coke  and  chemical  by-products  operates  in  the 
district. 


The  textile  industry  is  the  chief  source  of  female  labour 
in  the  district  worsted  weaving  and  burling  and  mending  are 
carried  out  at  two  small  factories. 

The  principal  employers  of  female  labour,  N.  Corah 
(St.  Margaret)  Ltd.,  are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
knitwear.  Since  occupation  the  factory  area  has  been  quad¬ 
rupled.  Further  extensions  to  double  the  existing  labour 
force  are  now  proposed  and  will  be  further  beneficial  to 
the  district. 

Factories  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  polythene  bags 
and  the  wrapping  of  towels  provide  a  small  contribution 
to  the  industrial  life  of  the  district.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  at  mid  1964 
was  15,540,  as  compared  with  15,110  at  mid  1963.  The  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  or  the  natural  increase  of  population 
was  95,  compared  with  80  in  the  previous  year.

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The  number  of  live  births  registered  was  11  more  than 
in  1963.  The  Registrar  General  has  again  supplied  a  com¬ 
parability  factor  for  the  year,  which  related  the  proportion 
of  women  in  the  district  of  child-bearing  age  with  the 
proportion  in  a  standard  population.  The  crude  birth  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate 
which  is  comparable  with  similar  adjusted  birth  rates  in 
other  districts  and  with  the  birth  rate  of  the  country  as 
a  whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year 
was  16.2  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  with 
15.9  last  year  and  18.4  per  1,000  estimated  population  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Illegitimate  births  represented  8.5%  as  compared  with 
6.3%  in  the  previous  year. 

Stillbirths 

The  stillbirth  rate  was  25.2  per  1,000  total  births,  as 
compared  with  7.6  per  1,000  births  in  1963,  and  with  16.3  per 
1,000  total  births  for  England  and  Wales.  Since  the  number 
of  stillbirths  contributes  so  markedly  to  the  peri-natal 
mortality  rate  1  give  below  the  causes  of  the  7  stillbirths 
domiciled  in  Worsbrough,  all  of  which  occurred  in  hospital.

Deaths 

The  adjusted  death  rate,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor,  was  15.4  per  1,000 
estimated  population,  as  compared  with  16.1  last  year.  There 
were  176  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district,  4 
fewer  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal  causes  of 
death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  were :  heart  and 
circulatory  disease,  respiratory  diseases  and  cancer. 

Statistics  relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes  and 
ages  at  death  are  given  in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the 
section  on  vital  statistics.

Infant  Mortality  and  Peri- Natal  Mortality 

There  were  5  infant  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  8  in  the  previous  year,  4  of  them  occurring  in  the 
neo-natal  period.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1964  was 
18.5  per  1,000,  compared  with  30.8  for  the  previous  year,  and 
with  20.0  in  England  and  Wales. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  your  district  takes  into 
account  the  stillbirth  figures  and  in  1964  the  rate  was  39.6 
compared  wTith  22.0  in  the  previous  year  and  with  30.0  in 
the  administrative  County.

Staff 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part-time  officer  of  the 
Council,  but  is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work, 
being  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  surrounding 
districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  Division  No.  25 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  one  Assistant  Health  Inspector  are  employed 
by  the  Council. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  ad¬ 
ministered  through  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board 
are  given  below:

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were 
admitted  to  the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The  ambulance 
arrangements  were  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year  with 
the  hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulance  for  this  service. 

Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following 
hospitals  :

Tuberculosis 


Most  patients  suffering  from  the  disease  are  admitted 
to  the  Wath  Wood  Sanatorium  and  co-operation  is  maintained 
with  the  Chest  Physician  who  holds  out-patients'  sessions 
at  the  Chest  Clinic,  Church  Street,  Barnsley.

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and 
Rotherham,  and  a  patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease 
is  at  lilberty  to  attend  at  the  centre  of  his  choice.  Treatment 
is  completely  confidential. 

Clinic  Facilities 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the  New  Clinic, 
Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  on  Monday  afternoons  and 
Thursday  mornings,  and  they  are  also  held  at  Birdwell 
on  Wednesday  afternoons  and  on  Thursday  afternoons  at 
Blacker  Hill. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  the  new  Clinic 
in  Oakdale,  Worsbrough  Bridge,  and  patients  requiring  ante¬ 
natal  care  at  Birdwell  can  be  seen  with  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  on  a  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  in  Wakefield,  a  national  service  under  the  control 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped 
to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations, 
and  a  complete  investigation  is  undertaken  and  report 
furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
for  chemical  analysis  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst 
at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council.

Scarlet  Fever 

16  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  6  in  1963. 

Measles 

176  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  290  in  the  previous  year.  An  epidemic  of  the  disease 
occurred  during  the  last  quarter,  which  accounted  for  135 
of  the  notifications. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
number  of  children  vaccinated  against  the  disease  was  47, 
compared  with  24  in  the  previous  year  and  with  214  in  the 
peak  year  of  1962. 

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year  and 
15  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified.  Immunisation 
against  both  diseases  showed  a  substantial  improvement. 
In  the  case  of  Whooping  Cough  73.7%  of  all  pre-school 
children  were  immunised  compared  with  61.0%  in  1963. 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  showed  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  with  77.3%  of  all  children  protected  compared  with 
63.0%  in  the  previous  year.  The  improvement  in  the  pre¬ 
school  age  group  was  from  61%  to  77.3%  and  in  the  school 
age  group  from  69.2%  to  79.6%.  Immunisation  against 
Tetanus  continued  with  648  children  given  either  a  primary 
or  booster  dose.

Poliomyelitis 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year. 
During  1962,  258  children  and  9  others  received  protection 
with  three  doses,  bringing  the  total  for  Worsbrough  since 
the  scheme  started  to  6,068  and  of  these  960  children  of 
primary  school  age  had  been  g'iven  reinforcing  fourth  doses. 

Tuberculosis 

One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  during 
the  year,  compared  with  4  in  1963.  One  death  from  the 
disease  was  recorded  during  the  year,  a  male  over  the  age 
of  55  years.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
AND  CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT 
for  the  year  of  1964 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  approval  my  twenty-first 
contribution  to  these  annual  Health  Reports  on  the  urban  district. 

The  year  has  not  been  marked  by  anything  which  we  can 
call  spectacular  progress  in  any  particular  branch  of  public 
health.  Slum  clearance,  as  a  problem  is  now  firmly  behind  us 
and  we  need  only  deal  with  the  occasional  unfit  house  as  it  arises. 
Clean  air  is  still  firmly  in  front  of  us,  however,  and  is  a  problem 
which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  sooner  or  later.  I  do  think 
with  regard  to  clean  air  that  the  remedy  is  not  as  readily  to  hand 
as  some  people  would  have  us  believe.  We  first  had  continuous 
burning  grates  as  the  remedy,  but  then  supplies  of  premium 
fuels  and  gas  coke  began  to  fail  us,  and  so  room  heaters,  as  they 
are  now  called,  came  along  to  deal  with  what  was  considered 
was  going  to  be  the  main  domestic  fuel  viz.,  hard  coke,  and  this 
is  the  present  policy.  The  installation  of  room  heaters  is  a  costly 
item  though,  and  behind  my  mind  all  the  time  is  the  thought 
that  there  is  suddenly  going  to  be  a  plentiful  supply  of  solid  fuels 
which  will  burn  in  either  ordinary  grates  or  at  the  most  controlled 
draught  grates.  If  this  does  happen,  and  I  firmly  believe  it  will, 
we  shall  have  spent  a  lot  of  public  money  needlessly,  and  so  T 
am  afraid  that  I  am  one  of  the  persons  who  has  come  around  to 
the  opinion  that  it  would  be  wiser  to  wait  a  little  longer  before 
we  launch  out  on  clean  air  programmes. 

In  all  the  other  spheres  of  our  work,  and  there  are  many, 
we  have  tried  to  give  the  people  of  Worsbrough  good  service 
often  when  we  could  easily  have  said  it  was  not  our  job. 

I  wish  to  thank  my  staff  for  their  loyalty,  and  also  the 
Council  for  their  support  at  all  times  when  I  have  needed  it. 

I  want  to  especially  thank  Mr.  Atkinson,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Dr.  Barnes,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  for  their  interest  and  support  once  more.

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Water  Supply 

The  town’s  supply  is  provided  by  the  Barnsley  Corporation 
under  the  terms  of  the  Barnsley  Water  Order  1961.  The 
Council  has  one  representative  on  the  Committee. 

In  October  both  the  Department  and  individual  Councillors 
received  a  lot  of  complaints  that  the  water  supply  was  badly 
discoloured  and  contained  varying  amounts  of  sediment.  These 
were  not  the  usual  type  where  a  burst  has  occurred  and  the 
incident  is  locallised,  but  the  whole  district  was  affected. 

I  raised  the  matter  with  the  local  Water  Inspector  who 
said  they  were  aware  of  the  trouble  and  were  flushing  out  the 
mains  throughout  the  district,  but  he  could  not  give  the  reason 
for  the  trouble. 

The  Council  decided  to  take  the  matter  up  with  Barnsley 
Corporation  who  said  they  had  also  had  complaints  and  were 
investigating  the  matter  but  so  far  could  not  find  the  cause. 
The  discolouration  did  disappear  but  we  never  learned  the 
reason  for  it  being  there  in  the  first  place. 

The  supply  was  otherwise  plentiful  and  wholesome  during 
the  year  and  provided  the  following  result  on  the  chemical 
analysis  of  a  sample  in  June  :  —

One  waste  water  closet  was  converted  to  a  proper  water 
closet  during  the  year  towards  the  cost  of  which  the  Council 
made  its  normal  £12  grant.

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Public  Cleansing 

Street  sweeping,  gully  emptying  and  maintenance  of  public 
conveniences  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Engineer  and  Survyor. 

House  refuse  collection  is  my  responsibility  and  I  am  able 
to  report  that  this  work  has  continued  to  be  done  efficiently  and 
that  the  men  have  maintained  our  regular  weekly  collection  of 
bins.  The  bin  bonus  scheme,  which  we  introduced  last  July, 
has  remained  in  force  and  I  have  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this 
has  contributed  to  the  men’s  efforts  to  keep  up  this  weekly 
service  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  number  of  houses  continues 
to  grow. 

Some  difficulty  arose  during  the  year  with  regard  to  the 
new  school  at  Bank  End.  It  was  found  that  the  premises  were 
built  well  below  the  adjoining  street  level  which  resulted  in  all 
the  dustbins  for  the  school  having  to  be  carried  up  eleven 
narrow  concrete  steps. 

Representation  was  made  to  the  County  Council  and  a 
meeting  with  the  architect  took  place  on  the  site.  My  suggestion 
for  an  access  road  was  not  acceptable  because  there  was  no 
more  money  left  to  be  spent  on  the  school,  but  of  course  we 
could  not  possibly  accept  this.  As  in  so  many  cases  when  the 
planner  has  planned,  and  the  builder  has  built,  it  is  left  to  the 
poor  old  refuse  collector  to  put  up  with  the  unnecessary 
inconvenience  every  week  for  another  80  years  or  so,  and  I 
won’t  have  it.  This  applied  not  only  to  the  refuse  collectors, 
but  it  meant  that  every  item,  however  large  it  was,  had  to  go 
up  or  down  those  eleven  steps  into  that  school. 

The  Council  took  up  the  matter  then  and  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  an  access  road  was  constructed  which  now  allows 
vehicles  to  go  down  to  building  level. 

Another  difficulty  which  every  local  authority  meets  with 
each  year  in  the  spring  is  the  filling  of  dustbins  with  garden 
refuse.  This  is  not  household  refuse  in  the  first  place,  but  what 
is  more  important  is  that  once  in  the  refuse  tip  it  heats  up  very 
quickly  and  is  no  doubt  responsible  for  many  tip  fires. 

With  the  building  of  some  750  residential  houses  in  the 
past  three  years  we  have  had  a  lot  of  trouble  in  this  respect,  so 
much  that  this  year  we  issued  circular  letters  explaining  the 
difficulty  and  we  did  receive  good  co-operation  from  householders 
in  return.  To  remove  garden  refuse  costs  money  and  it  can  only 
come  from  the  rates. 

Two  S.  &  D.  freighters  are  engaged  on  the  work  manned 
by  2  drivers  and  9  ashbinmen. 

fn  addition  we  have  a  foreman  and  a  tipman. 
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House  Refuse  Disposal 

We  have  continued  to  rent  the  two  tips  used  in  previous 
years,  viz  one  at  Dovecliffe  and  one  at  Haverlands  Lane, 
Worsbrough  Bridge. 

The  Dovecliffe  tip  is  only  used  one  morning  per  week  to 
receive  the  refuse  from  Blacker  Hill.  I  am  afraid  that  this 
very  convenient  site  is  running  out  and  we  shall  shortly  be 
forced  to  make  other  arrangements  which  are  bound  to  cause 
us  some  inconvenience,  if  not  reorganisation. 

We  are  also  fortunate  in  the  site  of  our  main  tip  at 
Haverlands  Lane  which  deals  with  the  whole  of  the  remainder 
of  the  district. 

This  also  has  a  very  limited  life  now  and  I  have  been  on 
the  look-out  for  a  long  time  to  see  Where  we  go  from  here. 

Fortunately  for  us  some  adjoining  land  recently  came  into 
the  ownership  of  Messrs.  Northern  Ideal  Homes  Ltd.,  and  so  in 
May  of  this  year  we  approached  them  seeking  permission  to 
raise  the  level  of  about  eleven  acres  of  this,  in  just  the  same 
way  as  we  have  been  doing  the  existing  tip  for  so  many  years. 

I  am  delighted  to  say  that  they  were  extremely  co-operative 
and  for  ^  nominal  rental  they  agreed  to  our  tipping  there. 

Application  was  made  later  m  th~  year  for  Town  Planning 
permission  but  it  had  not  been  received  by  the  year  end. 

In  September,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  the  Council  agreed  to 
my  request  to  employ  mechanical  means  for  levelling  the  tip. 
We  were  offered  a  good  second-hand  Bristol  PD44  and  after 
due  trial  we  agreed  to  purchase  it.  We  were  waiting  for  a 
trailer  then  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  not  put  the 
machine  into  use. 

One  man  was  caught  by  the  police  taking  metal  off  the 
tip  and  accordingly  summonsed  and  fined. 

Caravans 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  area  which  are  licensed  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  1960. 

Eight  caravans  on  land  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  moved 
on  without  any  legal  action  being  necessary,  and  a  further  two 
which  came  during  the  year  and  settled  on  land  behind  the 
Red  Lion  Hotel  also  moved  on  very  quickly  after  we  notified 
the  landlord  that  he  was  committing  an  offence. 

Clean  Air 

In  January  we  staged  a  mobile  Clean  Air  Exhibition  as  our 
contribution  toward  an  effort  by  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air 
Advisory  Council  which  covered  the  whole  Riding. 

We  selected  a  very  advantageous  spot,  we  thought,  being  a 
conspicuous  corner  site  at  Ward  Green  near  the  bus  stop  and 
shops,  and  midway  between  two  large  housing  sites. 
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The  exhibitors  told  us  that  the  attendance  had  been  poor 
and  it  does  seem  that  people  are  not  terribly  interested  in  clean 
air.  I  should  like  to  see  the  reaction  of  the  public  if  our  drinking 
water  was  only  half  as  dirty  as  the  air  we  breathe; 

Two  applications  for  prior  approval  for  heating  installations 
and  chimney  heights  were  received  during  the  year. 

The  first  was  for  new  premises  in  West  Street,  Worsbrough 
Dale,  erected  for  the  Initial  Towel  Supply  Co.  where  the  pro¬ 
posed  installation  was  oil-fired  and  neither  it  nor  the  chimney 
height  offered  any  problem. 

The  second  proposal  was  also  for  an  oil-fired  installation 
for  the  factory  which  had  been  taken  over  from  Johnson  Sz 
Barnes  Ltd.  and  greatly  enlarged  by  N.  Corah  (St.  Margaret! 
Ltd.  The  Council  in  this  case  were  greatly  concerned  and  felt 
that  solid  fuel  should  be  used,  or  at  least  a  fuel  derived  from 
coal,  but  of  course  they  had  no  legal  standing.  They  raised  the 
matter  with  Corahs,  however,  on  the  grounds  that  mining  was 
our  main  local  industry,  and  they  were  delighted  when  the  firm 
decided  to  meet  their  wishes  and  did  in  fact  install  a  coal  burning 
furnace.  Apart  from  teething  troubles,  which  the  National 
Coal  Board  did  everything  to  put  right,  the  plant  has  operated 
smokelessly. 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  nuisance  which  was  being 
caused  at  Blacker  Hill  by  the  quenching  tower  at  the  Barnsley 
District  Coking  Co.  Ltd.  coking  plant. 

As  stated  then,  this  was  a  matter  for  the  Alkali  Inspector 
and  not  the  local  authority. 

The  Company  agreed  to  install  baffle  plates  in  the  quenching 
tower  which  it  was  thought  would  prevent  the  nuisance  and  an 
order  was  placed  for  the  work.  Tt  had  not  been  completed  by 
the  year  end. 

During  the  year  I  was  again  elected  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Advisory  Council, 
which  was  very  pleasing,  but  what  is  more  important,  one  gains 
invaluable  advice  and  experience  in  matters  connected  with  clean 
air  at  these  meetings. 

We  continued  to  take  daily  readings  on  behalf  of  the  Warren 
Spring  Laboratory  being  one  of  the  towns  selected  to  form 
Part  1  of  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution. 

The  daily  smoke  filter  papers  are  very  enlightening  and  in 
December  I  prepared  a  “calendar”  of  them  for  the  Public 
Health  Committee  to  see.  Admittedly  it  had  been  a  rather 
foggy  month,  but  it  was  discomfiting  to  think  that  we  had  all 
been  taking  into  our  lungs  the  kind  of  air  shewn  by  the  papers, 
and  what  is  more  we  had  breathed  in  about  seven  times  as 
much  as  had  gone  through  the  filters. 
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Colliery  Spoilbank 

The  one  spoilbank  in  our  area  has  not  given  us  any  trouble 
whatsoever  during  the  year. 

It  has  been  kept  under  excellent  control  now  for  many  years. 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 

This  important  piece  of  legislation  which  has  been  promised 
for  so  many  years  finally  came  into  being  during  the  year. 

It  is  an  Act  to  secure  for  persons  working  in  offices  and 
shop  premises  (and  certain  railway  premises)  the  same  conditions 
that  factory  workers  enjoy  with  regard  to  health,  safety  and 
welfare  provisions. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  in  large  cities  some  office  workers 
are  working  in  Dickensian  conditions,  but  in  districts  like  our 
own  such  surroundings  are  rarely  met  with. 

Under  the  Act  all  premises  affected  by  it,  i.e.  those  employing 
persons  not  direct  members  of  the  family,  had  to  be  registered 
with  the  local  authority  between  the  1st  May  and  the  31st  July 
and  most  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  August. 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Labour  as  required  by  section  60  of  the  Act  and  shews  that 
we  have  sixty-six  registered  premises  in  the  area.

Milk 

The  district  has  been  a  specified  area  since  1st  May  1953 
which  means  that  since  then  only  designated  milks  may  be  sold. 

The  majority  of  this  is  bottled  milk  but  we  do  have  three 
local  farmers  who  sell  it  in  cartons. 

I  carry  out  regular  sampling  of  milk  sold  by  retail  and 
submit  them  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield  for 
the  appropriate  test.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  untreated 
tuberculin-tested  milks  produced  in  our  own  area. 

Nine  samples  of  heat  treated  mik  were  taken  from  retailers 
in  the  district  and  submitted  for  statutory  examination.  All  of 
them  were  pasteurised  milks  and  all  were  satisfactory. 
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The  sampling  of  untreated  milks  is  far  more  important  and 
forty-seven  of  these  were  sent  to  the  laboratory,  fourteen  for 
biological  examination  for  tuberculosis,  the  remainder  for  either 
ring  test,  cream  culture  or  guinea  pig  innoculation  for  Brucellosis. 

This  series  of  testing  shewed  nine  cows  to  be  secreting  milk 
which  was  Brucella  positive.  As  a  result  of  this  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  served  Heat  Treatment  notices  on  two 
producers.  One  was  a  farmer  in  our  own  area  and  the  other 
from  a  surrounding  area. 

In  January  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranged  a 
meeting  of  the  seven  Public  Inspectors  in  Division  25  to  discuss 
the  sampling  of  milk  in  connection  with  Brucella  Abortus.  It  was 
felt  that  most  of  us  were  doing  all  that  we  could  to  prevent 
infected  milk  from  reaching  the  public  but  that  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  were  not  so  apparently  concerned. 

Ice-Cream 

There  are  forty-six  premises  in  the  area  registered  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream.  These  are 
all  retail  shops  and  only  pre-wrapped  products  are  sold. 

Regular  sampling  is  carried  out  and  samples  are  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 

Twenty-five  such  samples  were  taken  and  the  results  were 
as  shewn  below  placed  in  the  provisional  grades  laid  down  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.

96%  of  the  samples  fell  into  Provisional  Grade  I  and  the 
remaining  4%  into  grade  2  which  is  very  satisfactory  indeed. 


Mleat 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  the  Council 
having  closed  them  down  by  resolution  under  Section  4  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  Act  1954. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Barnsley  Abattoir  and  most 
of  our  meat  supply  is  killed  there. 

Suspected  Food  Poisoning 

In  February  of  the  year  several  cases  of  vomiting  and 
diarrhoea  occurred  among  the  inmates  at  “Oakland's”,  the  West 
Riding  home  for  aged  persons. 

We  immediately  suspected  food  poisoning  although  the 
canteen  is  inspected  regularly. 
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Faecal  specimens  were  taken  from  suspected  cases,  and  some 
sausage  rolls  which  seemed  the  likeliest  culprits  were  also  taken 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

No  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated  and  the  incident 
cleared  up  immediately  for  which  we  were  very  thankful. 

Another  incident  which  created  us  much  more  work,  and 
one  which  I  fancy  will  figure  in  every  local  authority’s  annual 
report  this  year,  was  the  Aberdeen  typhoid  outbreak. 

As  everyone  knows  the  Ministry  circulated  all  Medical 
Officers  giving  the  details  of  the  Establishments  which  had 
manufactured  the  suspected  corned  beef.  Pursuing  this  inform¬ 
ation  we  visited  every  shop  in  the  district  and  came  away  with  a 
"haul”  of  12  x  6-lb.  tins.  The  following  day  fresh  instructions 
arrived  which  resulted  in  our  returning  four  tins  as  satisfactory. 
Two  further  sets  of  instructions  arrived  within  about  seven  days 
and  a  further  round  of  the  shops  was  made  but  our  original  haul 
of  eight  tins  proved  to  be  the  final  amount  condemned. 

F  o  o  d  Complaint  s 

Several  complaints  were  received  about  food  with  which 
the  purchasers  were  not  satisfied. 

The  first  was  about  a  small  wrapped  pork  pie  which  was 
found  to  be  mouldy  inside  when  opened.  The  manufacturers 
and  the  shopkeeper  were  both  seen  about  this  and  both  tried 
to  assure  us  that  they  could  not  be  responsible.  The  shopkeeper 
was  adamant  in  his  assertion  that  he  had  been  out  of  small  pies 
until  that  morning;  the  manufacturers  said  they  had  been  com¬ 
pletely  sold  out  the  day  before,  but  of  course  one  of  them  had 
somehow  got  an  old  pork  pie  mixed  up. 

The  Council  issued  a  strong  warning  to  both  of  them  and 
did  not  prosecute. 

The  second  complaint  was  regarding  a  wrapped  sliced  loaf 
which  was  found  to  be  spotted  with  green  mould. 

Again  neither  was  responsible  according  to  them,  but  the 
Deputy  Medical  Officer  and  myself  did  accept  the  manufacturers’ 
offer  to  go  and  inspect  their  bakery  during  normal  working  hours 
and  we  were  both  extremely  impressed  by  the  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  which  was  present. 

The  Council  issued  a  warning  here  to  both  manufacturer 
and  retailer. 

The  third  complaint  was  about  a  tin  of  baked  beans  which 
contained  a  heavy  green  mould.  The  can  was  found  to  have  a 
very  tiny  puncture  in  the  bottom  which  was  unnoticeable.  The 
complainant  could  not  say  for  certain  where  she  had  bought  the 
beans  and  this  made  it  rather  difficult.  T  have  previously  visited 
the  factory  where  the  beans  are  canned  and  no  one  could  have 
more  exhaustive  methods  of  trying  to  produce  a  sound  article  of 
food  than  they  do. 
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For  this  reason  and  the  fact  that  we  did  not  know  the 
retailer  the  Council  took  no  action. 

The  final  complaint  was  about  a  chocolate  wafer  bar  which 
was  found  to  have  a  long-  piece  of  thread  adhering-  to  it  after  it 
had  been  partly  eaten  by  a  baby.  In  some  cases  it  is  impossible 
to  be  certain  that  food  has  not  become  contaminated  in  the  house 
and  this  was  one  of  them. 

The  Council  were  satisfied  of  this  and  decided  not  to-  take 
any  action.

Food  Hygiene 

All  our  food  shops  are  regularly  inspected  and  1059 
inspections  were  actually  made  for  this  purpose  during  the  year. 

The  standard  in  many  of  the  shops  is  excellent  and  in  none  of 
them  can  it  be  considered  unsatisfactory.  Of  course  it  is 
necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  some  of  the  shopkeepers  to 
what  are  elementary  principles  of  food  hygiene  from  time  to 
time  but  generally  speaking  there  is  little  to  complain  about. 
I  think  uncovered  cakes  and  bread  are  the  items  which  affect 
us  most. 

The  school  canteens  are  all  visited  regularly  once  weekly 
and  in  all  of  them  conditions  are  very  good  indeed. 
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HOUSING 


New  Houses 

The  Council  built  56  houses  during  the  year  of  which  38 
were  by  direct  labour  and  the  remaining  18  by  contract.

Council  House  Lettings 

With  the  exception  of  bungalows  and  bedsitters,  houses  are 
let  according  to  the  date  of  the  application  and  a  list  is  kept 
posted  in  the  Council  Offices  where  applicants  can  at  any  time 
see  their  position  on  the  list. 

For  the  past  six  years  the  list  has  been  slowly  decreasing 
but  this  year  there  was  a  slight  increase,  the  number  of  replies 
received  being  164.

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In  1955  our  official  list  of  unlit  houses  was  327.  This 
number  has  been  added  to  for  various  reasons  and  by  the  end  of 
the  year  under  review  we  had  actually  closed  or  demolished  412 
houses  since  1955. 

Our  only  unfit  house  problem  from  now  on  is  those  houses 
which  come  into  the  unfit  category,  which  does  happen  if  owners 
do  not  care  for  their  property,  and  these  will  be  dealt  with  as 
they  arise,  in  other  words  we  have  no  real  problem. 

One  objection  to  a  Clearance  Order  was  received  and  the 
Minister  fixed  a  Local  Hearing.  The  owner’s  solicitors  withdrew 
the  objection  a  few  days  before  the  date  of  the  hearing  but 
accommodation  for  the  Inspector  had  already  been  booked  so 
he  came  along  as  arranged  and  inspected  the  property. 

The  property  concerned  was  Nos.  8  and  9  Victoria  Crescent, 
Bird  well,  and  the  Clearance  Order  was  confirmed. 


Certificates  of  Disrepair 

No  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  were  received 
during-  the  year. 


Improvement  Grants 

Forty-one  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
received  and  approved  during  the  year  which  is  slightly  lower

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A  table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of 
the  County  districts  in  the  Division.  This  may  be  of  interest  to 
each  authority  in  assessing  how  each  stand  in  relation  to  each 
other  and  in  relation  to  the  Countv  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  in  the 
Division  at  mid  1964  was  77, 960,  compared  with  77,550  in  the 
previous  year.  The  natural  increase  in  population  as  exemplified 
by  the  number  of  births  in  excess  of  deaths  was  558. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  during 
1964  was  1,400,  compared  with  1,341  in  1963.  This  is  equivalent 
to  a  crude  birth  rate  of  18.0  per  1,000,  compared  with  18.1  per 
1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births 
was  75,  compared  with  62  in  1963.  This  represents  5.3 % 
of  the  total  births,  compared  with  4.4%  in  1963,  and  3.6% 
in  1962. 

Stillbirths 

There  were  35  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  with 
33  during  1963.  This  gives  a  stillbirth  rate  of  24.4  compared 
with  23.6  in  1963  and  with  16.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and 
subtraction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  842,  which 
was  22  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  crude  death 
rate  for  the  Division  of  10.8  as  compared  with  11.1  in  1963. 
You  will  see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any  figure  for 
individual  districts.  This  is  because  each  district  shows  an 
adjusted  rate  whereas,  unfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  available 
for  the  Division. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  deaths  during  the  year  attributable  to 
maternal  causes.  One  occurred  in  Cudworth  and  the  other  in 
the  Royston  Urban  District. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  1.39. 
compared  with  0.40  for  the  administrative  County  and  0.25  for 
England  and  Wales.  This  figure  is  obviously  larger  than  the 
County  or  National  average,  but  when  one  case  can  make  such 
an  enormous  difference,  it  murt  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Division 
has  been  without  a  maternal  death  in  many  years  during  the 
past  decade. 

One  of  the  deaths  occurred  from  Placenta  Praevia,  and  the 
other  Pulmonary  Embolism  in  the  puerperium.  There  was 
nothing  revealed  in  the  investigation  suggesting  that  these  deaths 
were  preventable.

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri-natal  Mortality  Rates 

There  were  30  infant  deaths  in  the  Division  during  the 
year  of  which  24  occurred  during  the  neo-natal  period.  This 
compares  with  41  and  27  respectively  in  1963.  These  figures 
represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  of  21.4, 
compared  with  29.2  for  the  previous  year  and  with  20.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

It  should  be  noted  that  of  the  20  infant  deaths  occurring 
within  the  first  week  of  life,  two  of  them  were  so  premature 
as  to  be  below  the  age  of  viability,  in  other  words,  if  they 
had  not  breathed  they  would  not  even  have  been  regarded 
as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages. 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  38.3, 
compared  with  30.0  for  the  administrative  County.

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

Comment  has  been  made  in  the  district  portion  of  the  report 
on  the  general  state  of  the  immunity  in  respect  of  each  individual 
area.  The  figures  for  the  Division  show  a  substantial  improve¬ 
ment  in  all  age  groups,  representing  an  increase  of  12%  in 
Diphtheria  immunisation,  16%  of  the  improvement  being  in  the 
school  group  and  8%  in  the  pre-school  group.  Whooping  Cough 
immunisation  improved  by  6%.  It  is  now  exactly  ten  years 
since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Division,  and 
it  is  important  to  continue  to  remind  parents  of  the  need  to 
continue  with  these  injections.  The  figures  for  this  area 
represents  a  fairly  satisfactory  state  of  affairs,  but  we  must 
continue  to  work  to  see  that  this  improvement  is  maintained.

this  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  vaccination  statistics.  The 

use  of  Sabin  Oral  Vaccine  is  now 

current  practice  to  control  an 

outbreak,  with  the  result  that  the 

area  in  which 

a  case  occurs 

has  an  automatic  improved  immunological  state.  During  the 
year  1,692  children  were  vaccinated  with  three  doses  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  in  1963,  making  a  total  of  32,196  children 
vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  of  these  6,471  have 
received  a  fourth  dose.  You  will  notice  that  the  vast  majority 
of  these  doses  were  given  in  Darfield  where  the  case  was  notified. 


School  Health  Service 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  increased 
slightly  to  a  total  of  4,310.  We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  Dr. 
S,  G.  A.  Henriques,  who  retired  in  August,  and  we  were  pleased 
to  welcome  Dr.  A.  M.  Gill  who  arrived  in  September,  1964. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Eye  defects 
detected  and  some  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  Ear,  Nose 
and  Throat  defects.  The  most  marked  change  in  defects  was 
the  diminution  in  the  number  of  lung  cases  requiring  observation. 
The  number  of  children  attending  Specialists’  clinics  remained 
relatively  constant.  It  was  possible  to  reduce  slightly  the 
number  attending  at  School  Doctor  Clinics  due  to  more  chidren 
being  seen  at  routine  school  inspections.

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Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services 

The  number  of  cases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwives 
was  558,  compared  with  609  in  the  previous  year.  There 
were  833  institutional  confinements,  compared  with  814  in 
1963.  The  proportion  of  patients  delivered  in  hospitals  and 
maternity  homes  rose  from  57%  in  1963  to  59%  in  1964. 
The  proportion  of  domiciliary  patients  receiving  some  form 
of  analgesia  was  86.5%.  The  trend  to  use  Trilene  instead 
of  Gas  and  Air  continued  and  in  1964  only  8  patients  had 
Gas  and  Air  compared  with  30  in  1963.

Ante- Natal  Clinics 

There  was  a  very  slight  fall  in  the  number  of  attendances 
made  at  the  official  West  Riding  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and 
Relaxation  Classes.  More  and  more  patients  attend  those 
clinics  in  which  a  general  practitioner  sees  his  own  patients, 
many  of  which  are  held  in  West  Riding  clinic  premises,  such 
attendances  are  not  reflected  in  the  official  statistics. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

Attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  Division 
showed  a  marked  increase.  During  1964,  4,332  children 
attended,  an  increase  of  approximately  600.  These  children 
made  41,886  attendances,  compared  with  38,744  attendances 
in  1963.

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ATTENDANCES  AT  ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS  AND  RELAXATION  CLASSES 
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Health  Visiting 

The  total  number  of  effective  visits  carried  out  by  Health 
Visitors  and  allied  staff  was  24,837.  The  table  below  shows 
the  work  carried  out  in  some  detail.  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  the  number  of  visits  made  to  children  under  the  age  of 
5  years,  increased  by  1,000,  despite  the  shortage  of  qualified 
health  visiting  staff.  The  number  of  ineffective  visits  fell 
by  approximately  300. 

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,402  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence 
of  Phenylketonuria,  all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is 
an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at  preventing  mental 
sub-normality  developing  in  a  baby  who  has  a  positive  re¬ 
action.  Ortolani  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  born  in 
the  Division  to  discover  cases  of  congenital  dislocat’on  of  the 
hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the  treatment  is  of 
much  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved. 
As  a  result  of  this  screening  technique  5  cases  were  referred 
to  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  and  confirmed  as  dislocation. 
Three  cases  were  referred  and  not  confirmed  and  one  case 
was  referred,  not  splinted,  but  given  an  appointment  for 
further  investigation. 

Home  Nursing  Service 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  carried 
out  in  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  when  43,459  visits  were 
made  compared  with  41,120  in  1963.  Medical  conditions 
accounted  for  almost  1,000  extra  visits,  and  visits  made  to 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  increased  by  over  100%  from  467  in 
1963  to  1,013  in  1964.  53%  of  the  patients  were  over  the 

age  of  65  years,  compared  with  54%  in  1963.

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Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

This  service  is  a  relatively  new  one  and  is  much  appre¬ 
ciated  in  those  cases  where  it  becomes  necessary.  During 
the  year  one  Cancer  case  received  a  total  of  152  hours  of 
night  supervision  and  one  other  case  received  85  hours.  The 
difficulty  with  this  scheme  is  to  find  people  who  are  willing 
to  do  this  work,  which  arises  at  infrequent  intervals  and  at 
short  notice.  My  department  had  compiled  quite  a  list  of 
workers  who  were  willing,  but  experience  has  shown  that 
when  a  case  crops  up  at  short  notice  90%  of  the  workers 
are  not  in  a  position  to  carry  out  the  work.  The  department 
would  welcome  enquiries  from  inhabitants  in  the  division 
who  would  be  willing  to  do  this  work. 


Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  rose  last  year  by  nearly 
200.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  number  of  patients 
treated  at  clinic  rose  by  170,  whilst  those  treated  at  home 
rose  by  only  25.  This  is  a  trend  in  the  right  direction, 
although  I  still  feel  that  the  proportion  of  patients  treated 
at  home  is  far  too  high. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for 
the  elderly,  and  the  proportion  of  hours  expended  in  this 
category  was  88.3%  of  the  total.  The  number  of  households 
assisted  during  the  year  rose  by  55  to  924  and  the  number  of 
hours  expended  rose  by  approximately  3%  to  144,889.

Training  Facilities  for  Mentally  Sub-normal  Patients 

The  training  facilities  for  the  division  continued  to  be 
provided  at  the  comprehensive  centre  in  Wombwell.  The 
policy  of  taking  children  into  the  Junior  Wing  at  four  years 
old  continued.  It  is  obvious  that  the  staff  cannot  cope  with 
too  many  children  of  this  age  group,  otherwise  toilet  training 
would  become  almost  the  sole  work  of  the  staff  of  this  Wing. 
For  this  reason,  perhaps,  not  so  many  children  of  this  age 
group  were  admitted  at  any  one  time.  The  Junior  Wing 
continued  training  of  children  up  to  16  years  of  age;  and 
during  the  year  minor  adaptations  were  carried  out  to  the 
Junior  Centre  to  enable  the  Junior  Girls  to  do  some  domestic 
science,  and  the  Junior  Boys  to  carry  out  simple  woodwork. 

The  contract  work  carried  out  by  the  Adult  Wing 
increased  enormously  during  the  year.  Most  of  this  work 
was  done  for  the  West  Riding  County  Supplies  Department 
and  this  included  :  300  Clay  Modelling  Boards,  750  Sketching 
Boards,  6,387  Workholder  Cases,  287  Bags  of  Firewood,  36 
Trucks  on  Castors,  6  Playhouse  Screens,  72  Building  Bricks, 
130  Pinarettes,  20  Scatter  Cushions,  many  sets  of  curtains 
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for  new  schools  as  well  as  other  odd  jobs  rather  smaller 
in  nature.  In  addition  to  this,  the  girls  did  Centre  and 
Wombwell  Clinic  laundry  and  the  boys  maintained  the 
grounds.  The  patients  were  paid  5s.  per  week  pocket  money 
and  arrangements  were  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
increase  this  for  those  with  a  higher  output. 

An  Open  Day  was  held  on  the  17th  une,  1964,  to  which 
representatives  of  the  Urban  District  Councils  were  invited. 
This  was  a  ‘'trade  fair”  and  much  interest  was  shown  by 
those  who  attended.  It  is  hoped  that  as  a  result  of  this, 
there  will  be  a  greater  diversity  of  work  coming  from 
different  services. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  continued  to  do  valuable 
work.  The  big  event  was  a  Garden  Party  held  in  July,  but 
many  smaller  events  also  contributed  to  the  success  of  the 
organisation,  both  financially  and  otherwise.  On  16th  July, 
1964,  the  whole  centre  went  on  a  day’s  outing  to  Cleethorpes. 
A  Christmas  Party  was  held  on  16th  December,  1964.  in  the 
Junior  Wing  and  a  Christmas  Social  on  21st  December  in 
the  Adult  Wing. 

Accommodation 

1 1  Sub-normal  patients  were  admitted  for  short-stay 
accommodation,  which  was  appreciated  by  the  parents.  Three 
were  admitted  to  permanent  care  during  the  vear.
